"Ever  Since  Eve" 


On  December  8  and  9  the  Senior  Class 
Play  "Ever  Since  Eve"  was  presented,  and 
it  is  our  great  pleasure  to  record  here  that 
it  was  one  of  the  most  successful  plays  Win- 
throp  High  has  ever  produced.  Reasons  for 
this  success  were  plentiful.  First,  we  have  a 
happy-go-lucky  skylark  of  a  story — all  about 
nothing  much  and  just  the  sort  of  thing  that 
high  schoolers  take  to  their  hearts. 

"Ever  Since"  Eve"  is  an  engaging  play 
about  serious-minded  Johnny  Clover,  a  con- 
firmed woman-hater,  who  wants  to  be  a 
writer  and  who  accordingly  sets  out  to  pub- 
lish a  school  newspaper  with  the  aid  of  his 
boistrous  buddy,  Spud  Irwin.  However, 
complications  arise  in  the  form  of  Susan 
Blake,  a  pretty  little  pest  who  has  had  a 
crush  on  the  imperturable  Johnny  for  the 
better  part  of  her  life. 

Around  these  principles  revolve  a  whole 
galaxy  of  lesser  stars — namely,  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Clover,  whose  laughable  family  life  is  punc- 
tuated by  Mr.  Clover's  over-developed  case 
of  absentmindedness;  Miss  Williams,  the 
English  teacher,  and  her  romance  with  the 
well-starched,   unapproachable   principal  of 


the  high  school;  officer  Simmons  and  his 
frantic  Falstaffian  efforts  to  keep  a  rein  on 
the  goings-on  of  "That  bunch  of  kids"; 
Lucybelle  Lee,  the  Southern  sugar  plum,  who 
daintily  upsets  Susan's  applecart  with  her 
madcap  flirtations;  Betsey,  Susan's  chum, 
whose  antics  are  the  source  of  more  than 
one  good  chuckle;  and  the  one  and  only 
Preston  Hughes,  heart-throb  of  the  school, 
who  sets  his  cap  for  Lucybelle  along  with 
the  rest. 

The  second  reason  for  the  play's  success 
was  Miss  Eleanor  Herbert,  whose  expert  di- 
rection made  "Eve"  what  it  was. 

The  third  reason  was  an  Al  cast. 

We  don't  think  a  professional  could  have 
done  a  better  job  as  John  Clover  than  Gene 
Whittier  did.  His  acting  was  spontaneous, 
his  performance  natural  and  convincing.  He 
took  to  his  part  like  a  duck  to  water. 

Ruth  Shiner's  characterization  of  Susan 
paralleled  Gene's.  The  eager,  responsive  au- 
dience was  immediately  attracted  by  her  dra- 
matic ability  and  her  striking  blonde  ap- 
pearance. 
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Belly  Fleming  was  another  surprise  pack- 
age! The  minute  she  walked  onto  the  stage 
al  the  try  outs,  she  walked  right  into  the  pari 
of  Betsey,  Sue's  scatterbrain  pal. 

John  Mcllhenny  was  a  rib-tickler  of  the 
hrst  order,  even  though  he  was  just  John 
Mcllhenny!  He  just  sauntered  onto  the  set, 
lifted  his  scarlet,  hand-painted  shoes  up  on 
the  couch  and  made  himself  at  home,  while 
die  spectators  held  their  sides  at  his  debo- 
nair discussion  of  women. 

Ralph  Hcjlgersen  rated  a  hand  as  the 
absent-minded  father.  It's  not  easy  for  a 
boy  in  high  schoool  to  become  a  gray-headed 
man  of  hfty,  but  Ralph  did  it  and  very 
well. 

Sheldon  Sollosy  is  a  seasoned  actor  and 
you  want  to  watch  out  when  this  accom- 
plished scene  stealer  soft  shoes  into  the  play. 
His  classmates  found  the  idea  of  the  ever- 
clowning  Sheldon  playing  the  part  o£  an 
officer  of  the  law  so  incongruous  that  a  mi- 
nor case  of  mass  hysteria  reigned  for  several 
minutes  after  he  made  his  first  entrance 
dressed  as  a  policeman. 

Page  Magoon  deserves  mention.  Although 
he  had  only  one  line,  he  packed  real  punch 
into  it. 


Harriet  Marsh  made  an  unbelievingly  love- 
ly school  marm.  The  open-moulhed  silence 
ihal  loUowed  Harriet's  entrance  was  a  real 
tribute  to  her  lovely  appearance. 

Elsa  Shea  stepped  gracefully  into  the  moth- 
er's role  and  everyone  was  thoroughly  sai- 
ished  with  her  gentle  rendition.

WINTHROP  HIGH  SCHOOL  VICTORY 
CORPS 

The  Winthrop  High  School  Victory  Corps 
is  a  unit  of  a  voluntary  national  organization 
to  prepare  students  for  war  service  in  the 
field,  in  production,  and  in  the  community. 
A  candidate  for  General  Membership  must 
be  taking  a  course  involving  training  in 
English,  mathematics,  and  science,  with  a 
definite  vocational  aim;  he  must  be  taking  a 
program  of  intensive  physical  education; 
he  must  be  preparing  himself  to  meet  the 
needs  of  the  war  effort  in  the  Armed  Serv- 
ices, production,  or  community  service;  or  he 
must  actually  be  participating  in  such  serv- 
ices. 

Boys  and  girls  in  the  Junior  and  Senior 
classes  are  eligible  to  membership  in  the 
five  special  divisions  of  the  Victory  Corps — 
preparation  for  Air  Service,  for  Sea  Service, 
for  Land  Service,  for  Production  Service, 
or  for  Community  Service.  Members  of  Air, 
Land  and  Sea  Services  are  taking  pre-induc- 


tion  courses  in  navigation,  pre-flight  training, 
shop  work,  radio  and  electricity.  Members 
of  the  Production  Service  are  doing  produc- 
tive work  in  the  community.  Members  of 
the  Community  Service  are  performing  vol- 
unteer work  of  various  types.  In  many  cases 
the  members  have  shown  great  ingenuity  in 
procuring  equipment  and  supplying  instruc- 
tors from  their  own  ranks.  All  Junior  boys 
have  taken  the  Victory  Corps  Aeronaudcal 
Aptitude  Test,  and  many  Senior  boys  have 
taken  the  physical  examination  which  is  a 
screening  test  for  pilots.
